Emergency Medical Technician-Miner (EMT-M)
The term EMT-M means an individual trained and certified to be an emergency medical

technician for the mining industry. The term EMT-M means an EMT-Miner as well as EMT-Mining.

Criteria for Qualification

> Applicant must be at least 18 years of age.
> Applicant must present photo identification.
> Applicant must apply on a form prescribed by the Director. | Student will receive CPR
> Applicant must possess a valid and current CPR certification. | Certification during the class.
»  Applicant must successfully complete the EMT-M education program.
Examination

> Successfully pass the cognitive and skills examination with 70%

Reciprocity
> An EMT or medical professionals in other jurisdictions who possess equivalent training as
an EMT-M under this rule may apply on a form prescribed by the Director to be certified
as an EMT-M subject to the approval by the Director in consultation with the Board.

> Emergency medical services personnel — Any person certified by the
Commissioner of the Bureau of Public Health, or authorities recognized and
approved by the Commissioner, to provide emergency medical services as
authorized in article four-c, chapter sixteen of this code, including emergency
medical technician-industrial.
